The Minister of Public Works says In his 
annual report : " it is expected thai during 
the coming year the Deaf ami Dumb Insti- 
tute will be suppiled with sewer connection 
nrul electric li^ht, mul it will then be one of 

the best appointed Institutions of the kind 
in ( Sanad*. The building is amply supplied 

with good water, procured by euniu < 
with the mains of the Wmnip. 
works, and large playgrounds, well fenced, 
for the beys and girls, have been laid out, 
and every effort lias been made to make 
the institution and grounds attractive. 

The Government was very fortunate In 

being able tn secure a successor to Mr. 
Watson, in the person of Professor 1). \\ . 
MeDennid, a gentleman who, from the 
recommendations obtained, promised to be 
eminently qualified for the position, and 

since his appointment has proven himsclt 
to be in every respect a competent, and ef- 
ficient officer. 

The interest in the institution has iu- 
ledtosuchan extent that the number 
of pupils has more than doubled, At the 
present time the attendance Is 83, and 
fully ant icipated that, the number will be 
increased to 40 if not more before tin 1 vl^s^ 
of the ensuing J 

The wife of tho principal, Mrs. MeDermid, 
is engaged as assistant teacher. She had a 
large experience both as a pupil (graduating 
at the Ontario Institution for the Deal 
Dumb) and as a teacher form; ny years, and 
her services therefore cannot fail to be of 

great benefit to live institution. 

owing to the Inc in* number of 

pupils (luring the year, and the probable in- 
crease in the future, further assistance in 
teaching will be required. 

Within the last month, I have 
seen two items in the public press 
in which Mr. V. (i. Jefferson, an 
English deaf-mute, now of Ontario, 
claims the enviable distinction of be- 
ing the inspiring genius ami in- 
fluence that Caused the Manitoba 
ernment to make provision for 
the education of the deaf-mutes of 
this province ; or, in other words, 
he is father of deaf-mute education 
in Manitoba, according to his way i^( 
thinking. While not so audtt 
or loud-mouthed, there are about ten 
or eleven individuals that make the 
same claim, and probably the only 
credit that is due them is the fact 
that they expressed assuming the 
msibilit y of the school. 

I do not wisli t0 question Mr. 
Jefferson's motive 1 or belittle his 
efforts in behalf of the deaf 
which may have been thoroughly 
earnest and to him successful, owing 
to the coincidence of tin' fact that 
shortly after his appearance in the 
province, an active inter. 
manifested on the part of the govern- 
ment in deaf-mute education, but 
so far as I can learn the members i>\ 

the Manitoba Govermenl know no 

more of Mr. F. (J. .JoiTerson than 
they do of the deaf-mule language, 
ana that he exercised no more in- 
fluence upon the destinies of the 
deaf of the Prairie Province than did 

the King of Samoa did upon the 
late elections in Canada. Hut 

the deaf are not ungrateful. The\ 
wish to bestow their gratitude and 

appreciation where it is due, and 

they believe that i\\oy know where 

it belongs. If any monument is to 

bed, they will unanimously 

agree that the Hon. F. II. Frai 

M.l\l\, deserves the honor. I 
have never seen his name paraded 
through the press or heard that he 
Claims anything in this direction, but 
voiee the sentiments o( those w ho 

are acquainted with the circum- 
stances when I say that the deaf of 

Manitoba would probably have no 
school to-day, and certainly not one 

supported by ti mraent, had 

Mr. Francis not interested himself in 
the matter. He actually accepted the 
nomination to the Legislature, so that 
he might be in a position to carry 
out his wishes with more hope of 
suceess than a private 1 citizen.
